GIRL'S VIGIL ON 
MOUNTAIN 


TRAPPED 20 HOURS 
AFTER INJURY 


RESCUE PARTY LED 
BY BROTHER 


NJURED while climbing a peak In 

the Isle of Skye, Inverness-shire, 

a girl holldaymaker was trapped for 

more than 20 hours on the mountain 

side. She is Miss Sybil Littledale, of 
Hanger Hill, Weybridge, Surrey. 

Miss: Littledale was injured when 
3,000ft. ubove sea-level, and she fell 
20 ft. from the summit of the eastern 
buttress of Sronna Ciche, fracturing 
on ankle. Falling on to a ledge only 
Ort. wide, she narrowly escaped rull- 
ing over to a-drop of S00ft. 

Her brother, Mr. Tom Littledale, 
who was climbing with her, scram- 
bled down to the ledge, and after 
making her as comfortable os possi- 
ble, hurried down the mountaln and 
along rough moorland for help.

Chinese Remarkably Calm 


“The Chinese, on the whole, ure 
remarkably calm. It Is remarkable, 
really, to compare them to-day with 
what they were when the first alr 
ralds surprised them. Perhaps only 
the more fearless have remained be- 
hind, But they sit calmly along the 
Shakee Bund, climb fire escapes and 
man roof-tops to get a view of the 
fighting and cheer Ike mad when a 
Chinese plane goes Into action or a 
Japanese seems to have been hit. 

“They are easily controlled, too, 
during the period of alarm. Chinese 
armoured cars patrol the strects, with 
machine-guns ready, at times of 
emergency, and the police are 
peremptory when dealing: with the 
crowds, They soon chase them Into 
shelter, And in, the shelters the 
people must remain until the “all 
clear" sigsal is sounded, 

“It Is nonsense to deny that the 
exodus !s not panicestricken. In some 
strange ‘way, once the people decide 
they want to Ieave they get into a sort 
of frenzy about it, and allow nothing 
to stop them. Consequently there 4s 
a milling mob ‘around the railway 
stution and at the docks, at times, 


Foreigners Are Calm 


“But IT have yet to see a single case 
of panic among the foreign popula= 
tion, men, women or children. or 
course, they have not been subjected 
to the same. bombardment. But the 
residents of ‘Tungshan, where I lived 
during the first few attacks, have had 
some narrow escupes, 

“When the ralds are on one finds 
a few children crying quictly.. But 
thelr mothers, although they show 
the strain, are cheerful and courage- 
ous.’ When the U.S, Navy wives and 
children were waiting to be evacuated 
yesterday at the height of one of the 
Japanese attacks, down on a pler with 
a sheet-metal roof which offered no 
protection whatever, in fact, there was 
not an Instance of panic or break- 
down, 


Ready For Emergency 


“In-the Concessions they arc ready 
for. emergency. 
it be understood that their hard-boiled 
Colonial infantry will not slow a 
living soul on the French Bridge once 
the alarm signal has been sounded. 
‘They do not Intend to tolerate mobs 
rushingg the Concesston, for a mob 
night turn dangerous under trying 
circumstances, :

“By 8.20 a.m, all was quict ol- 
though the “all clear’ signal was not 
sounded until 6.45 a.m. On the first 
appenrance of the Japancse bomb- 
ers, they looked like ghost planes and 
when the Chinese had engaged them 
they rplit up. The Chinese say that 
there were about 20 planes and I 
think that is about right.” 


" Wednesday’s Raid

Yesterday afternoon a Can- 
ton resident called at the office 
of the Hongkong Telegraph. 
He had a story to tell of the 
calm courage of the Chinese in 
his war-ravaged city, of the 
coolics who climbed fire-eseapes 
and to roof-tops and. cheered 
the Chinese aircraft as they 
strove to drive off the relentless 
bombers, But the most signifi- 
cant thing he said was that 
every class and every faction 
Was united in a common cause, 
Joyalty to the leaders in Nanking: 
and ‘resistance to the common 
enemy, 

History has proved — many 
times that war will unite a 
nation more rapidly than any 
form of propaganda, There is 
no, doubt that) China is more 
wholly united to-day than at 
any time in her long history. 
The fusion of the forees of 
Communism with the Govern- 
ment at . Nanking proof 
enough, Japan has done this 
much for China, If China can 
withstand a long siege (for this 
is a.siege on a vast scale) she 
may emorge from the welter of 
war with a newly-tempered, 
keen-edged national’ conscious- 
ness and pride of race which 
will accelerate her development, 
commercially and __ politically, 
and bring her to the vanguard 
of those nations whose banner 
‘is Progress, But it is a painful 
process, 


is 


Just as war will unite a na- 
tion, so it may, too, unite a 
group of nations, Nor ean one 
say that the group must neeces- 
sarily be directly involved in war 
for this unifying foree to gene- 
rate itself, It is possible to visua- 
lise a democratic group of powers 
being thrown, willy nilly, into 
collaboration such as we can 
see at present in the Mediter- 
ranean. If the alleged threat 
of world revolution, emanating 
from Red Russia, could bring 
nbout (a German-Italian under- 
sfanding, and latterly create a 
Fascist Bloc in which Japan is 
included, what more natural 
than that some similar fear or 
suspicion should bring about’ a 
combination of such powers as 
Britain, France, United States 
and China? It has been the 
policy of the British Govern- 
ment to maintain as far as 
possible the balance of power in 
Eurepe in the past. But the 
day of Europe’s predominance 
in world affairs is past. The 
field is. bigger. Balance of 
power, if the theory Is not an- 
tiquated asa defence system, 
aimed at the preservation of
